WASHINGTON, D. C., May 8.—There have 
been some conferences to-day among the 
Senators, the purpose of which was to con- 
sider whether it would be possible to adjust 
the difficulty between the Senate and the 
President, but these conferences have been 
as fruitless as those which have preceded 
them. The only definit suggestion that has 
been made is that the President should ap- 
point Judge Robertson United States Dis- 
trict-Attorney in place of Mr. Woodford, 
withdrawn, allow Merritt to remain as Col- 
lector until the expiration of his term, and 
make other satisfactory provision for 
Mr. Woodford. It is said that those 
who have this. scheme in contemplation 
have sent a request to Judge Robertson to 
come to Washington. The latter, how- 
ever, Is known to be as firm ft his unrelent- 
ing opposition to a compromise as the Presi- 
dentis. He hasrecently received a telegram 
from a member of the Adminis tration inform

what now seems a certainty of having the 
great office of Collector of the Port of New. 
York in order to rescue Roseoe Conkling 
from dilema, and it cannot be learned 
that the President desires that any change 
in the program should be made. As 
for Mr. Conkling, if he has a program, he 
keeps his own counsel and has no con- 
fidences except with a very narrow circle of 
Senators. So far as he is known to have any 
definit purpose, it is to postpone the calling 
of another Republicun caucus as long as he 
can. His theory in seek delay is, that the 
Senators are bound by the decision of a 
former caucus not to take up the New York 


case so long as he shall object, and to post- 
pone them until next December if necessary.

CARRYING THE MAILS. 
PROTECTION AGAINST FRAUD. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—On the 7th inst. 
awards for carrying the mails in various 
parts of the country under the miscellaneous 
advertisement of March 10 were finally de- 
cided upon at the Post-Office Department. 
The letting of these contracts is not what is 
known as the regular letting, but consists of 
service on such routes as from various 
causes cannot be advertised and let at the 
usual time and manner. In opening the pro- 
posals for these contracts a materia! depart- 
ure was made from the usual custom in such 
cases. The law requires that all proposals 
for carrying mails shall, before being 
turned over to the contract offices, be 
*“opened and marked.” Heretofore (with one 
exception, occurring several years ago) the 
custom has been merely to open bids and 
stamp them,—a work which some of the of- 
ficials at the Department say is practically of 
no value, and evidently not what the law 
contemplated, since, as no record of bids 
was made, others could be added after open- 
ing, or bids in blank could be filled in so as 
to secure contracts, or be withdrawn so as to 
give some.favored bidder the contract, or 
could be changed for some purpose. Some 
years ago 

QUITE A SCANDAL WAS CREATED 

in the Department by some of these very do- 
ings, and several employés of the contract 
office were dismissed in co uence; but 
sti!l, with the exception before alluded to, no 
change inthe manner of opening bids was 
made. When the present opening was made 
Postmaster-General James authorized a 
change to be made, which was as follows: 
After the bids were opened they were 
stamped with the date of opening and with 
an engraved device, of which there is but 
one in existence. They were then numbered 
consecutively, arranged by routes, and a list 
made of them, giving number of bid, nameof 
bidder, number of route on which service is 
to be made, the amount of bid, and any defect, 
informality, or irregularity that was discov- 
ered. After this the bids were turned over 
tu the contract office, and a list furnished 
the Postmaster-General with the engraved 
device mentioned. Before these bids were 
turned over to fthe contract office they were 
always either under the eyes of the Commit- 
tee appointed to examine and mark them, or 
in a vault, the keys of which werein exclu- 
sive possession of one of the Committee. 

It will be seen that under this plan there is 
no o rtunity whatever for tamper with 
bids by any one disposed to do soin the De- 
partment without certain discovery, and that 
no bids can be abstracted or new ones ad- 
mitted. Itis so good a plan that the Poot- 
master-;eneral will probably canes. it to be 
adopted for all futtire openings bids for 
star-route and other contracts. 


FUNDING. 
SECRETARY WINDOM CONFIDENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasuineton, D. C. May 8.—Secretary 
Wivdom is confident of the complete success 
of his funding policy. The Tyeasury has 
already received notice from the holders of 
$102,000,000 of 6 per cent bonds that they wish 
to extend them at 3'4. The United States 
Treasurer holds $25,000,000 already presented 
for continuance. .There are held in Europe 
$20,000,000 of 6 per cents, all of which it is 
expected will be continued. Only two days 
remain under the call for the notification of 
the desire to exchange. Mr. Windom does 
not expect to have to redeem a single bond 
of the entire $198,000,000 6 per cents out- 
standing.

PrerrRe, D. T., May 8.—I have seen noth- 
ing so far to change my formerly-expressed 
conviction that the bulk of the suffering from 
the flood is confined to the territory between 
Yankton and Elk Point. There are three 
causes for the comparative immunity: the 
conformatien of the country, the freedom 
from ice-gorges, and the more sparsely set- 
tled condition of the riparian sections above 
Yankton. There are no such huge bottoms 
as that in which ill-fated Meckling stwvod, 
though there are, of course, plenty of lands 
exposed to overflow. Higher bluffs and 
more of them predominate, and almost all 
the towns—Springtield for example—are 
completely removed from even fear of dan- 
ger from any deluge the Missouri could pour 
down. The ice does not appear to have 
gorged either so extensively or disastrously, 
and where it did, the lands overflowed were 
not of especial value or at all thickly settled. 
Not only are settlers scarcer than below, but 
they do not, except in special instances, 
seem of as guod a class, nor nearly as well to 
do. This remark 
DOES NOT AT ALL APPLY TO SPRINGFIELD, 
which is regarded as one of Dakota’s ban- 
ner townsin point of intelligence, culture, 
and wealth. The farm-houses are small, 


outbuildings there is a decided partiality no- 
ticeable. I have given the brighter side of 
the picture, but do not imagine there is not 
a very much darker one. The losses by flood 
only seem small by comparison; and are bad 
enough even with all the favorable condi- 
tions mentioned. Those parts of Green 
Island and Franklin Bottoms situated 
above Yankton suffered necessarily as badly 
as the rest of the same territory, 
of which I have already telegraphed at 
length. Further up the river we reach 
Bon Homme Island, the property principally 
of Dr. Burleigh, of Yankton.

Many of those per- 
sonally concerned, like Stewart L. Woodford 
and Marshal Payn and their friends, have 
been absent in Washington, while others 
have been,in Albany looking after the Street 
Cleaning and other bills, but there have been 
enough of the active politicians remaining 
to form groups in the corridors of the Astor 
House, Fifth Avenue Hotel, and like favorit 
resorts. In all of these places the subject of 
conversation has been the President's action, 
its effect upon the Robertson nomination, 


and the probable outcome of 
THE ATTEMPT OF SENATOR CONKLING TO 
DICTATE THE NOMINATIONS 

to Federal! offices in the State. As the poli- 
ticians are most of them personally in- 
terested in the result, they were chary of 
expressing opinions for publication. It was 
particularly noticeable that the “ machine” 
men were unusually guarded in their state- 
ments when the reporter was about. Opinions 
differed, according to the predilections of the 
persons expressing them, as to the wisdom 
of the President’s action in withdrawing 
the nominations. But all agreed that it made 
him master of the situation. A well-known 
friend of Mr. Conkling said: “I have 
greatly regretted that there have arisen any 
differences between Mr. Conkling and the 
President, as I think it will have a bad ef- 
fect on the party in this State.

THE UTE INDIANS. 


They Are Deflant, and Boast that They 
Can Defeat All the Soldiers Likely to 
Be Arrayed Against Them. 

DENVER, Colo., May8.—The United States 
Grand Jury found indictments against Berry, 
Meacham, and Cling as accessories, and five 
Utes,—Spavans, Piat, Coho, Henry, and Un- 
qua,—as principals in the murder of A. D. 
Jackson. A letter received here states that 
the whites have been ordered to leave the 
Ute reservation by tomorrow. The writer 
doesn’t give the source of the order, but it is 
thougrht the order is given by the 
military, and that it means imnnediate 
steps toward the remoyal of the 
Utes. Commissioner Mears had great 
faith in Berry’s influence over the Indians, 
and believed berry and: himself could influ- 
ence the Indians to a speedy and peacetul 
exodus, and it is stated that Berry, having de- 
cided to remain in Denver until brought 
to trial, Mears decided he wouldn’t remain 
Without him, and rather than trust himself 
to the influence of the other Commissioners 
without Berry’s aid he would Jesign. It 
is furthermore stated Mears has al- 
ready signed his resignation to 
be forwarded to the Interior Department as 
svon as it is settled beyond qugstion that he 
cannot have Berry’s assistance. The gentle- 
man giving this information is in a position 
to know the temper of the Indians and their 
disposition towards the Commissioner. He 
believes thre isn’t’ a member of the Commis- 
sion who could influence the Indians, and 
that probably the pense of any of them 
would incite the Indians to an outbreak, 
as their first impression wouid be_ that 
their mission was to remove them. He be- 
lieves that Berry could cause a 
peaceable removal of the Indians ana 
a surrender of those _ indicted. for 
Jackson’s murder. The Utes are all 
on their reservation in the valleys, and regard 
the prospect ofa fight with the soldiers with 
derision, and boast that they can defeat all 
the soldiers the Government is likely to bring 
into the field.

SALOONKEEPERS. 


Those in Cincinnati Befuse to Obey the 
Mayor’s Order to Close Their Piaces 
on Sunday: 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
CINCINNATI, O., May 8.—The order of the 
Reform Mayor to the saloonkeepers to sell 
no spirituous liquors on Sunday has been 
wholly disregarded to-day. So far as 
can be learned, but one saloonKeeper 
has -refused to serve his_ patrons 
with all they wanted, and even in 
this case the lighter drinks were sold. The 
Mayor now says that all he meant by his 
order was to direct the attention of the 
saloonkeepers to the Stubbs law and warn 
them that they would be liable to prosecu- 
tion. Ue disclaims, however, having 
any intention of prosecuting them 
himself, but will issue warrants 
for their arrest, provided criminal informa- 
tion is filed against them. This has always 
been the specific duty of the Mayor under 
the old law as well as the new, and for of- 
fenses committed on week days as well as 
on Sunday. ‘The Mayor’s present stand 
is anything but satisfactory to the 
prohibition and Sabbath-gbserving people, 
to whom he owes his election. The theatre- 
managers, whom the Mayor has succeeded 
in stopping the giving of performances on 

Sundays, are talking to-day, owing to his 

vacillating course towards the saloonkeep- 

ers, of also defying his order, and, if arrest- 
ed, of testing the constitutionality of the law 


in the courts.

THREATENED LYNCHING. 

Conway, Ark,, May 7.—A young lawyer by 
the name of D. M. Smith, living in this town, 
on last night took advantage of the absence 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. E. Martin, who had gone 
on the excursion to New Orleans, to inveigle 
their little daughter Jessie, aged 12 years, a 
cousin to the young man, to his room, and 
there ravished her. Mayor Bolton, wishing 
to use thé room for some purpose, went to the 
door and tried to enter, but, failing, suspicions 
were aroused, and he watched the room and 
saw the young man and the girlcome out, To- 
day he told Col. Lincoln,’ the giri’s uncie, and 
upon an investigation the girl confessed every- 
thing, and stated that Smith bad ened 
to murder her if she told. Smith, finding that 
he was suspected, fled to the woods, where he 
wus found and captured by the. indignant 
citizens.

AN UNWELCOME DROVE. 
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PROHIBITION IN KANSAS, 


Results of the First Week of Its 
. Operation. 


PViolations of the Law Will Be 
Frequent.

The Odious Features of the Law 
Made More Odious, 


Fanatics Already Becoming Quite Liberal 
in Their Views. 


Several Eminent Divines Say They 
Will Not Obey the Law. 


Manicipal Expenses Will Have te Be Met 
by Increased Taxation. 


The Topeka Distillery Oase—The Law and 
the Druggists—Sly Drinkers.

TorreKA, Kas., May 6.—If there be any vir- 
ue in law, Kansas is now the most temper- 
~ gte State in the Union, the constitutional 
smendment prohibiting the manufacture or 
disposal of intoxicating liquor in any form 
baving gone into effect on Sunday, May 1, 
8651, supplemented and sustained by the 
most stringent law a Legislature ever enacted 
on this. subject. At present there seems to 
be a general disposition to fully abide by the 
letter of the law to the extent of giving it a 
fair trial, and there are good people in each 
pommunity who have banded together and 
resolved to see it enforced in every particu- 
Jar, so far as itis possible to do. How long 
this resolve will last, and what the results 
way be after the amendment has been in op- 
sration six months, are questions upon which 
there is great diversity of opinion. 

It is not denied by the most ardent friends 
vf prohibition that 
VIOLATIONS OF THE LAW WILL BE FRE- 

7 QUENT, 
and that much litigation will ensue: hence 
something will depend upon the activity and 
endurance of those who have assumed to see 
that complaints are entered, that competent 
bestimohy is produced, that the prosecutions 
are vigorously fought, and that the expenses 
are promptly met. In localities where the 
public sentiment is against the !aw, parties 
who institute suits may possibly be required 
to give security for whatever costs are likely 
to be made, and the prosecutor must neces- 
tarily be an enthusiast in the cause, and 
with ample leisure, if he can devote so much 
time and money in- following the cases 
whrough the various. processes from the low- 
w tothe higher courts. On the contrary, 
the liquor-men are provided with abuudant 
means, and by contesting the suits tenacious- 
ly, securing postponements, and taking ap- 
peals from time to time, together with pack- 
ing juries whenever the gpportunity pre- 
Sents, they hope to wear out their prose- 
eutors eventually, and thus force an aban- 
donment of all proceedings against them. 

In short, they propose to become as 
troublesome as they can; the odious features 
of the law will be made more odious, and 
everything possible done to render the whole 
measure obnoxious, costly, and a mat- 
ter of constant annoyance to _ the 
authorities aud to the public. For 
instance, the law prohibits, among other 
things, the use of wine for sacramental pur- 
poses. It is known that a number of 
ministers propose to continue such use of it, 
however, in defiance of the law. If they do, 
it is certain that arrests will be made at the 
instigation of the anti-amendment party, not 
because of any violation of the law, but in 
order to make the law unpopular, and bring 
the prohibition element into disrepute. 

THE FANATICS 
are already becoming quite liberal in their 
views of the act as it passed the Legislature. 
They now look only at the intent of the law, 
saying it was meant to prohibit the use of 
iquor as a beverage only, and not for any 
other purpose. Gov. St. John; the leader of 
the prohibition faction, writes to a friend in 
that “the allegation that the 
law interferes with the free and 
@nrestricted saie of tinctures or compounds 
that are used solely for medicine is not 
true, nor does the law directly or indirectly 
interfere with the right to administer or par- 
take of wine at Communion services.” ‘The 
Governor.is a lawyer, anda his views are en- 
titled to some weight, but it isa fact that 
when. this law was being discussed in the 
Legislature this feature of it was pointed 
out, and the iaw-makers refused to change 
It; and that subsequent to the passage of the 
lawan amendment was proposed allowing 
the use of wine for sacramental purposes 
and it was voted down.

THE President has nominated to the Senate 
Judge Robertson, of New York, for the of- 
fice of Collector of Customsin that city. It 
is confessed by all that there is not an abler 
or purer man in the State. His nomination 
is resisted, dnd on no other ground than that, 
as a public man in the State of New York, 
he has opposed Senator Conkling’s absolute 
dictation, and because at the Chicago Con- 
vention he and twenty-two other delegates, 
representing strong Republican Congrfes- 
sional! districts, insisted upon voting as their 
immediate constituents desired.

CONVERSION OF THE BONDS. 
The conversion of the 6 per cent bonds into 
$4 percents at the request of the bondhold- 
ers, and to continue at that rate until Con- 
gress orders otherwise, is progressing stead- 
ily and rapidly. On Saturday the holders of 
6 per cents sent in and a half millions 
($15,530,200) for continuance at the reduced 
rate, making to, date qn agaregate of over 
one hundréd millions ($102,185,700) sent in 
for continuance. There remain about ninety 
millions more to be sent in, which will wind 
up all outstanding 6 per cents except those 
issued to the Pacific Ratlroads to construct 
those lines. The saving of interest by this 
operation on the 6s amounts to the neat 
litde sum of almest five millions of dollars 
perannum. Thecontinned bonds at3‘4 per 
cent interest are already quoted at a small 
premium, which insures the sending in af all 
those yet outstanding for extension on the 
same terms. 
We can see no serious obstacle in the way 
of applying the same interest-reducing and 


> 


time-extending process to the outstanditg 


5 per cents, of which there are some 450 mill- 
ions. The true policy for the Secretary of the 
Treasury to pursue is to offer for sale the 
104 millions of unissued 4 per cents, which 
would mature in 1907. They would bring a 
premium that would reduce the interest on 
the money received below 3}¢ per cant. 
They would probably sell for 15 or 16 
per cent premium. With the proceeds 
of their sale the Secretary could 
call in and pay off at least 121 mill- 
ons of 5 per cent bonds. This would abolish 
17 millions of the principal of the debt 
and effect a saving of interest on the ex- 
srchanged bonds of over a million dollars a 
year. The surplus revenues of the Govern- 
ment between now and next December, 
when Congress meets, together with the 
spare cash in the Treasury, will enable the 
Secretary to call in and pay off at least 100 
millions of the 5 percents. Add this to the 
amount which can be extinguished by the 
sale of the unissued long 4s, and there will 
only remain about 333 millions of the 5 per 
cents to be taken care of, and there is no 
doubt that the holders will consent to have 
the interest reduced to 3'¢ per cent for 
the sake of an extension of the time 
they may run. Let the Secretary 
offer the same privilege that he has on 
the 6s, and then proceed to make fre- 
quent calls for ten or twelve millions for re- 
demption, with the right of extension at 4}¢ 
per cent, and there is no question but as 
many bonds will be offered for continuance 
as the Secretary shall care to accept. When 
Congress meets next winter it will find by 
this program 120 millions of the debt paid 
off since last Mareh, 100 millions converted 
into 4 per cents atan immense premium to 
the Government, and the rest of the 6 and 5 
per cents changed ifito 3\4s, waiting the 
further pleasure of Congress. Secretary 
Windom can have all this effected by the 
time Congress meetg in regular session, and 
it will be a tall feather in his cap te do it. 


A QUEER COINCIDENCE. 

It isa queer coincidence that those who 
grieve so sadly over the misfortunes, of 
Conkling are equally cast down by the fall 
of Brady. In both eases they refuse to be 
comforted. For instance, the Oonkling or- 
gan in this city is astonished and pained to 
be compelled reluctantly to confess that the 
withdrawal of the New York nominations by 
the President shows an evident purpose on 
his part to crush Conkling through the 
power of patronage, And naturally the ma- 
chine organ is shocked at such a us6 of pat- 
ronage! It grieves, and its heart is very sore, 
at the thought of the President taking part 
in a quarrel in the house of his friends. It 
would have been so much better, the Conk- 
ling organ thinks, if the quarreling could 
have been confined to one side, Peace might 
have reigned supreme if all that Conkling 
quarreled about had been conceded to him. 
But by joining in the quarrel the President 
has put the Republican party in deadly peril. 
Of course the organ thinks it was all very 
well for Conkling to organize his eaucus 
threat against the President and to send his 
Committee of Safety to the White House to 
formally notify the President that he 
would crush him unless he should 
have regard for his bones, and quickly sur- 
render. But this ought to have ended the 
threatening business, the organ thinks, 
“The withdrawal of the New York nomina- 
tions to punish the Senate for not agreeing 
to confirm Mr. Robertson is proclaiming a 
principle which is in the nature of a threat 
towards the Senate,—an attempt to establish 
a@ prerogative which may be regarded as dan- 
gerous to the independence of the Higher 
House of Congress,” exclaims the grieved, 
unhappy organ. The organ knows very well 
that there is no danger in threats, so long as 
they are confined to one side of acontro- 
versy. The peril lies in the retort and the 
blows which are apt to follow. What the 
organ complains of is the fact that in re- 
sponse to Conkling’s threat the President 
has delivered a “rightsmart” blow. And 
now the organ knows that there is a quarrel 
in the Republican party, and it weeps a flood 
of salt tears, But the queer thing about it is, 
the organ is as much disconcerted over 
the fall of Brady as it is about the 
quarrei over patronage, which never need 
to have oecurred, and never would 
have occurred, if the President had permitted 
himself to be knocked down and stepped on, 
as it were, by the curled darling of the Re- 
publican chiefs of the machine in New York. 
It is not of much importance what Gen. Gar- 
field wroteto Gen. Brady or anybody else, 
exclains the organ, “The real question is,” 
it proceeds, ** whether Brady has been guilty 
of dishonesty? The Inter-Ocean does not 
say he has; it sincerely hopes he has not. It 
trusts that every charge can be explained, 
and that what appears suspicious now will 
prove correct when submitted to examina- 
tion.” Bere is a spirit of fairness worthy of 
imitation by jurors. The organ stands up so 
straight as to raise the question whether it 
does net, in fact, lean over a trifle backward. 
Gorham, the editor of Brady’s organ, can 
ask no more in the way of judicial equipoise 
than this. He might have dictated the pas- 
sage to the organ, The two organs, both daily, 
stand on the samo piatform; they both 
demand an “examination,” and wait 
for the verdict, Neither would Gorham ob- 
ject to the following tearful confession: “We 
confess,” proceeds Mr. Brady’s Chicago or- 
gan, “that the seeming attempt to make a 
friendly letter from President Garfield the 
basis of a defense egainst such extravagance 
as this does not strike us as ingenuous or 

but we have the ubmost 


against him.” Note how carefully guarded 
this confession is, as in the use of the word 
“ seeming,’* and the expression of an ardent 
desire “ta do Gen. Brady justice.” There 
is no yearning to have justice done by the 
Government; andin this particular the two 
organs hold the same attitude to the case. 
Mr. Gorham hag not, in Bradys Washington 
organ, manifested any solicitude on the sub- 
ject of securing justice to the Government, 
Observe, too, how patient the Chicago organ 
is: “ We shall wait patiently for his [Brady’s] 
explanation,” atc. No doubt the organ 
would be willing to wait a year, or ten years, 
for Brady to explain; and if Brady should 
decide never to explain, the organ will never 
“join in a verdict against him.” There is 
something very beautiful in this spirit of de- 
vation to the canse of justice, and it is the 
more beautiful for its rarity. Itis a little 
queer, though, that of the thousands of jour- 
nals in the country whose proprietors have 
read the testimony, only two remain uncon- 
vinced that there has been something wrong 
in Gen. Brady’s administration, and that of 
these two one is owned and controlled by 
the General himself, But the country should 
pause when these two organs are in doubt! 
This, however, will invalve everybody 
in a dilema, for it is very improbable that 
the Washington organ will ever make up 
its mind; and if the two organs have com- 
pared notes on the testimony, as seems emi- 
nently probable, it is equally improbable that 
the organ at this end of the line will ever 
make up its mind, Both organs will doubt- 
leas continue to weep over the disposi- 
tion of the President to quarrel with Conk- 
ling, and to doybt the guilt of Brady. Conk- 
ling thinks it is strange that the President 
wil! persist in quarreling with him, and he 
probably thinks it is strange that Postmaster- 
General James will persist in quarreling 
with Brady, for itis said that he refers to 
himas “tha§ man James.”” This unity of 
sentiment between two newspapers and a 
Senator about such curiously differing sub- 
jects Is very queer. 
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A POSSIBLE UNION OF SPAIN AND PORT- 
UGAL. 


The little Kingdom of Portugal has been 
roused into a popular political furor, which 
is something more than a tempest in a tea- 
pot, as it has come to involve the question of 
a poasible Iberian Union. To rightly under- 
stand this furor, which is nothing more nor 
less than the discussion of a unjon of Portu- 
gal with Spain. to escape the possibility of 
being absorbed by England, it is necessary to 
understand the original cause, which is the 
Lourenco-Marquez Treaty. As the result of 
the arbitration of France between Great 
Britain and Portugal some years ago on the 
question of the sovereignty of, Delagoa Bay 
on the South African coast, the Portuguese 
made arrangements with the Transvaal Gov- 
ernment for the building of a railroad from 
the interior to the Portof Lourenco-Marquez, 
The annexation of the Transvaal by Great 
Britain shortly afterwards interrupted the 
scheme and disgruntled both the Portuguese 
and the Hoers. It was renewed, however, 
and after a considerable interval a fresh 
treaty waa signed in May, 1879, by which 
the English were authorized to go on with 
the work. The treaty, however, has re- 
mained unconfigmed by the Cortes for more 
than a year without exciting any special in- 
terest until thé recent rebellion of the Boers, 
when the English once more opened negotia- 
tions for the construction of the road, as it 
would facilitate the transportation of troops 
and supplies. The suspicious Portuguese at 
once looked upon it as a movement on the 
part of England to absorb their insignificant 
colony in South Africa, and, taking into ac- 
count England’s greed for coloniai acquisi- 
tion, they had some grounds for their fears, 
especially if England shoula have the con- 
trolof a railroad running directly through 
their colony and having one of its termini at 
their principal seaport. So intense was the 
feeling that it brought about a coalition of 
the Conservatives and Republicans, which 
sueceeded in overthrowing the Liberal Gov- 
ernment, which was in favor of the treaty. 
Starting with this advantage, the new com- 
bination has taken a fresh departure, and is 
now agitating to overthrow the Constitution 
and realize the old dream of the formation of 
an Iberian Republic by union with Spain, 

The Lisbon correspondent of the London 
Times in a letter to that paper dated April 
13 draws a very graphic picture of the 
events leading up to the present situation. 
On the 8th of March the treaty passed the 
House of Deputies by a large majority, 
whereupon the Conservatives retired from 
the House, refusing to yote the treaty, 
which was tantamount to an expression of 
sympathy with the Republicans. On the 
13th of Mareh two large meetings were held, 
one of Republicans and one of Conservatives, 
actuated by the same spirit of denunciation 
of the Government, To preserve order the 
Government had stationed troops in the 
street, and a collision oeeurred, in which 
several persons were injured, though no one 
was killed. This was succeeded by an inter- 
pellation on the part ot the Opposition as 
to the riots, and the ensuing debates were fol- 
lowed by a vote of want of confidence, pro- 
posed by the leader of the Conservative party, 
The Government was defeated on the vote, 
and resigned, whereupon a Conseryative 
Ministry was iormed, the first act of which 
was to adjourn the Chambers until June, 
which put off for two months the vote of the 


Ilouse of Peers on the treaty. The impression — 


is that the adjournment is substantially an 
adjournment of the whole question sine die, 
for by postponing the vote in the Peers until 
after dissolution, which takes place immedi- 
ately after the short June session, the treaty 
would have to be snbmitted again to the new 
Ilouse, which would certainly defeat it. 
Commenting upon the situation, the Times 
correspondent thus deseribes it:

once a strong Democratic federation is estab- 
lished in the Peninsula the Dan ue cyele 
of her spoliations in Portugal will be 
stopped,—spoliations which have lasted 240 
years, and which it is urgently necessary 
should be stopped.” Apart from any rela- 
tions between Portugal and kngland, there are 
excellent reasons why such 4 union should be 
effeeted. Spain and Portugal by themselves 
are the weakest nations in Europe, and are 
without influence. in European coungils. 
United under a republican form of govern- 
ment, their streggth would be gfé¢at- 


ple. Their dispositions, temperaments, habits, 
customs, religions are the same. Their his- 
tory and traditions are so closely allied that 
it is difficult to separate them, By their geo- 
graphical position they are ene, for Spain 
impinges upon three sides of Portugal, the 
other side being washed by acommon sea. 
In their movement to unite what Nature evi- 
dently intended should be united, the Portu- 
guese Republicans have some strong aux- 
iliaries on their side, one of which is the de- 
cided driftof Spain towards more republican 
ideas, and the other the immense influence 
exerted by the powerful French Republic on 
their border, Should such aunion be effected 
the three Republics—Switzerland, France, 
and united Spain and Portugal in Western 
Europe—might play a very important part in 
leavening the whole European lump.

THE CLAMOR FOR HARMONY AT THE 8AC- 
BLFICE OF RIGHT. 

There are two classes of politicians just 
now clamoring for “harmony” at the sacri- 
fice of right. One is made up of the timid 
sort, who fear that resisting the bulidozing 
of Senator Conkitig is “going to divide the 
party,” and that the Democrats will take ad- 
vantage of the division to advance their own 
interests. The other is made up of the spoils- 
grabbers and patronage-hunters, who fear 
that their occupation will be injured if the 
President is allowed te exercise the preroga- 
tives with which the Constitution lnvests him.

‘THE RAILROADS. 


Refrigerator Cars and the Dressed 
Beef Trade to the East. 


The Opposition to It on the Part 
of the Stock-Yard Rings. 


Barge Line Competition via New Or- 
leans, and What It Has Done. 


——— 


DRESSED-BEEF TRADE. 

Up to a few years ago all the meat con- 
sumed in the East as well as the American 
meat consumed in Europe was from eattle 
killed at the points of consumption. It was 
the general belief at that time that dressed 
meat could not be shipped from Western 
points to the East or Europe without spoil- 
ing in the transit. Experiments had before 
been made to transport dressed beef in ordj- 
nary refrigerator or iced cars, but this did 
not prove much of a success, for to transport 
beef in bulk pot only requires a cool temper- 
ature but also an exceedingly dry one. 
If the atmosphere in the cars in 
which the meat is transported is moist, 
it becomes sticky and clammy, and loses its 
healthy color, no matter how coid the tem- 
perature might be. This difficulty has been 
completely overcome during the last four 
years, and dressed beef is now being shipped 
successfully, not only to Eastern points, but 
also to the principal seaports in England. 
About six or seven years ago, Mr, George H. 
Hammond, of Detroit, got out a lot of re- 
frigerator-cars, known asthe Dayis patent, 
which he thought were wel! adapted for the 
transportation of meat in bulk over long dis 
tances, and commenced to ship dressed 
beef from this city and Detroit to 
New England points. These cars in 
outward appearance differ but little from the 
ordinary box-car, but, of course, their in- 
terior arrangement is different. The sides 
are double lined, and ice-boxes are arranged 
under the roof. The ice is broken up about 
the size of an egg, mixed with coarse salt, 
and put into the boxes and sides of the cars, 
The mixing of salt with the ice procured the 
dry atmosphere necessary for the successful 
transportation of dressed beef. Although 
the first shipments of meat to New England 
proved a great success, the meat coming out 
of the cars in as good a condition as when 
killed at the consuming point, yet for several 
years the business was of exceedingly smal! 
proportions. lt encountered great opposi- 
tion at first from the butchers in the Fast, 
who believed that theif business would suffer 
greatly from the competition. They did all 
in their ower to dan the business, 
claimed that beef thus shipped was no goo 
and could not compare with the beef from 
cattle killed at the seaboard. I[n this the 
Eastern butchers were greatly aided by some 
of the railroad managers, who were inter- 
ested in stock-yards and cattlerings, who 
thought the new industry, if successful, 
would diminish the shipments of live stock 
and thus curtail the profits they derived 
from the catile business. But, in spite 
of this opposition which has not 
ceased up to. th day, the  busi- 
ness had been steadily growing. and 
has already assumed large proportions. The 
people in the East, however, could not long 
”% humbugged by the false representations 
of the opponents of the new industry. They 
soon found out that beef shipped in bulk in 
those refrigerator cars was not only as g 
as that killed there, but In many respects was 
even better. The beef from cattle killed in 
the East was often in an unhealthy condi- 
tion, because the cattle, while en route to the 
| East, had to suffer great hardships, and ver 
often were badly bruised, making the mea 
unhealthy and almost unfit for the 
market. The business kept on improv- 
ing steadily, until now it has reached 
quite large proportions, There are now 
shipped from this city alone about twenty- 
five car-loads of dressed beef a day. Each car 
averages about ten tons, thus mak the 
total shipments about 250 tons a day. ere 
it not for the opposition of the managers of 
the leading Eastern lines this business would 
atthe present time be ten times as large. 
These managers are interested in the Stock- 
Yards here and in the East, and they find it 
to their interest to discourage dressed-beef 
shipments as much as possible, because it 
tends to diminish the shipments of live 
stock. At the present time over nine- 
tenths of all the dressed beef shipped to 
the East goes the Michigan Central, and 
the balance is carried by the Merchants’ Dis- 
| patch over the Lake Shore, and the Star 
Union Line over the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
& Chicago. Thus it will be seen that virtu- 
ally there is at present but one Eastern line 
engaged in the transportation of dressed 
beef. Considerable dressed beef is now also 
| being shipped East from Kansas City. The 

business at this point is principally in the 
hands of two firms,—George H. Hammond 
& Co., who use cars of the Dayis patent anda 
patent of theirown, and G. F. Swift & Co., 
who use cars of the Zimmerman patent, 
and also a pateut of their own. ‘The differ- 
ence in the various patents is simply in the 
manner of arranging the ice and producing a 
cold, dry draft. In all other respects they 
| are simijar, and all of their patents work so 

well that as yet no meat shipped in them has 
been damaged while in transit. The Fort 
| Wayne uses the J. Hyde Fisher patent and a 
car invented by Mr. W. W. Chandler, Gen- 
erai Agent of the Star Union Line, on which 
there is no patent. The Lake Shore uses 
principally Anderson’s patent. But few 
liffany cars are used in the transporta- 
tion of dressed beef, these cars bei titer 
adapted for the transportation of butter, 
eggs, Cheese, and other perishable property, 
Part of the cattle u for this traffic are 
killed at the Union Stock Yards and part at 
the Indiana State Line. twenty miles east 
from Chicago, but all these cattle before be- 
ing killed pass through the Stock Yards, 
which is probably done in deference to the 
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feelings of the railroad managers interested 
in the Stock Yards. It takes from thirty to 
thirty-five cattle to make acar load of dr 
beef. It requires, therefore, the killl of 
800 head of cattlea day for this purpose, The 
dressed beef shipped from this city goes to 
all principal points in New England, and 
large shipments are also made direct from 
Chicago to England, certain lines of steam- 
ers allowing a number of apartments in their 
vessels-to be fitted up like the refrigerator 


Cars. 

The dressed beef shipped to England al- 
ways arrives there in good condition and al- 
ways finds a ready market, ‘The meat is 
shipped in quarters suspended from beams 
in the roofs, and so arranged that the free 
circulation of air is possible, That which 
goes to seaboard points is shipped in 
its natural condition, but that 
which goes to England is carefully 
sewed Uu in canvas before being 
shipped. b. A, Hammond & Co, not only 
run their own refrigerator cars between here 
and the seaboard, and have their own re- 
frigerator apartments on certain lines of 
reads, but they also havea refrigerator car 
line from Liverpool to London, running over 
the London & Northwestern Railway. It is 
claimed that thus far the dressed beef busi- 
ness has not affected the live stock traffic to 
apy appreciable extent. Live stock trafiic 
has steadily increased during the last 
few years, and is still increasing. 
there is no doubt, however, 
it not for the opposition 
Stock-Yard rings, the dr f traffic 
would soon assume such proportions as to 
severely interfere with the live-stoek traffic. 
But as long as the Stock-Yards here and 
elsewhere remain almost wholly in control 
of railroad officials there is no probability 
that dressed-beef shipments to the East will 
supersede the live-stock shipments, although 
itis generally conceded by unbiased people 
that dressed beef not only arrives in the East, 
and even in England, in better condition 
than beef from cattle killed there, but 
the transportation is less expensive 
and troublesome than that of live stock. 
The rate from Chicago to New York 
on live stock is 60 cents per 100 pounds, 
while on dressed beef it is 80 cents, but every 
car of dressed beef represents a car one- 
half of live stock, and on live stock the in- 
testines, hoofs, hides, etc., are counted 
in. it is claimed by the railroad ma rs 


that the risk in transporting dreased beef is 
greater than in transporting live stock. Yet 
titis ean hardly be so, since there has never 
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in, convinced that 
by this mode of transpo Nn our markets 
can aways be kept supplied at almost any 
season of the year with fruit and vegeta- 
bles from Cuba, Mexico, and the South at 
reasonable rates, and that there is money in 
the undertaking. There is no reason why 
the transportation of tropical fruits 
n refrigeratorcars may not in time 
me as profitable an article 
of transportation as butter, eggs, 
cheese, and poultry have become from the 
West to the Eastern markets, and as the 
fransporteiion of dressed beef to the sea- 
board and Europe would have become before 
now but for the obstacles thrown in its way 
by the live-stock rings. 


THE BARGE LINE. 

The official report of the proceedings of the 
meeting of High Joints, held in New York, 
April 27 and 28, 1881, has just been published. 
That portion of Commissioner Fink’s speech 
regarding the recent sudden advance in grain 
rates and the agreement of March il was 
published yesterday in connection with the 
announcement of the reduction in live-stock 
rates. 

The report of the committee upon the 
competition of the Mississippi River route to 
the late meeting of High Joints shows that 
the river movement of grain grew from 
66,000 bushels of wheat in 1870 to 15,762,664 
bushels of corn, whedt, and rye in 1880, 
While in 1880 the river carried from St. Louis 
15,762,664 bushels of grain, the five rail- 


roads running east from St. Louis 
took only 4,734,501 bushels, of which 
over 7,000,000 passed through St. Louis in 


transit from points west and northwest of 
St. Louis, The amount carried by barges be- 
tween Jan. 1 and March 2 of this year was 
2,208,196 bushels. The rail lines carried dur- 
ne @ same time 1,088,374 bushels. Between 
Feb. 19, the opening of navigation, and April 
21 of the present year, a period of two 
months, the barge lines carried to New Or- 
leans: Wheat, 1,748,860 bushels; corn, 2,803,- 


060 bushels; oats, 50,078 bushels; rye, 22.423 
bushels; total, 4,624,421 bushels. Besides the 


above, several. cargoes left Cairo and Bel- 
mont between June land Feb. 19. During 
the ice blockade the past winter between St. 
Louis and Cairo the barge lines carried from 
the latter place 1,100,000 bushels bulk grain. 

In regard to the Eads jetties the report 
says they have given great impetus to the 
expo nof grain via New Orleans. The 
— have brought abundant ocean tonnage, 

oth steam and sail, t0 New Orleans, Ves- 
sels are promptly loaded, eight floating ele- 
vators being used for transfer from barges to 
ships, and with a capacity of from 4,000 to 
5,000 bushels grain per hour. 

So far in 1881 the rates from St. Louis to 
New Orieans have varied from six to eight 
and a haif cents per bushel. River rates 
from Cairo to New Orleans were six to eight 
cents per bushel. ; 

A comparison of through rates via New 
New Orieaus and New York is given. It 
shows that the rate from St. Louis to Liver- 
pool via New Orleans, including expenses, 
such as insurance, etc,, amounted last March 
to 46 74-100 cents. While the rates via New 
York, including expenses, amounted to 
60 44-100 cents. It is generally believed, the 
report says, that low as the river rates now 
are, they can be made much lower; in short, 
that the barges can carry bulk grain profita- 
bly at four cents per bushel. 


AN IMPORTANT CONSOLIDATION. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 8 —Another big 
scoop for Louisville railroad enterprise and 
sagacity leaked out not twenty-four. hours 
ago, and the Louisville, New Albany & Chi- 
cago is holding the strings to make itself one 
of the leading quick lines of the country. 
Its managers have succeeded in consolidat- 
ing with the present road the new Chicago & 
Indianapolis Air Line, which is partially built 
and rapidly approaching completion. This 
new road is almost a direct air line between 
the two cities named. It runs from Chicago 
through Rensselaer, Bradford, De lphi, and 
Frankfort, Ind. It passes through Lake, 
Jasper, White, Carroll, Clinton, Boone, and 
Marion Counties, a rich district, amply 
able to support a line by local traffic 
alone. It is by twenty miles the shortest 
route between Chicago and Indianapolis. It 
connects with the Louisville, New Albany 
& Chicago at Bradford, White County, and 
thenee goes dirett to both Chieago and In- 
dianapolis. A large amount of work has 
alrea been done on the road, and 
sixty-eight to seventy miles have aaa’ 
been completed and in active operation. All 
supplies necessary for its completion are on 
hand, and the line is nearly all graded. 
full line from Chieago to Indianapolis 
will be completed by Oct. 1, and 
the road from Bedford to a com- 
»leting the Louisville, New Albany & 
Chicago through route, will be in operation 
by Juiy 15. A_ successful prosecution of 
this scheme will give the Louisville, New 
Albany & Chicago a through line twenty-five 
miles shorter than any other route, 
twenty miles shorter than any route between 
Chicago and Indianapolis.

NORTH AND SOUTS. 


Seme Facts and Figures About Bdéuca- 
tion and Crime. 
Special to Cincinnati Commercial. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 6.—The National 
Bureau of Education is a concern the use- 
fulness of which is very doubtful, but they 
occasionally collect figures and tabulate 
them which could not otherwise be obtained 
except by application to each State separate- 
ly. The Bureau has collected the total ex- 
penditures for public schools in all the 
States and Territories of the Union, and the 
result is very suggestive, These figures will 
be regarded by many as in part ‘accounting 
for much of our National difficulty in recon- 
ciling North and South. The amount ex- 
pended upon common schools in the North- 
ern States is out of all proportion to the same 
expenditure in the Southern States. Allow- 
ing for excess in population and wealth in 
the Northern States, and still thie excess is 
not accounted for. 

New York heads the list with an expendi- 
ture of $10,464,010 in support of public 
schools, Pennsylvania comes next with 
$7,747,787, and Ohio with $7,711,325, Illinois 
expended $6,190,773, and Iowa $5,051,477. In 
short, five States spend over $37,000,000 an- 
nually in support of public schools, among 
a population of about 17,000,000.

spends $337,541; Georgia, $465,748; Alabama, 
$337,088; Tennessee, $710,652; and Virginia, 
$570,389,—or altogether only one-half as

Of course there are murders in Maine, as 
everywhere, but in the singie county of 
Edgefield, South Carolina, the home of Sen- 
ator Butler, there are,.seme years, ay many 
murders and mansiaughters as in the entire 
State of Maine. In Edgetield County, in the 
year 1878, there were as many people mur- 
dered as during the same year in the whole 
State of Massachusetts outside of Boston. In 
a single street fight in that county four men 
were killed, and Senator Butler was one of 
the counsel retained to defend the survivors 
of the little affair. 

The frequency and deadliness of these af- 
frays, which are peculiar to Southern civili- 
zation, or the want of it, in the very county 
where Senator Butler lives, have given rise 
toa joke, which the Senator has, no doubt, 
himself heard. It is said that when a man 
returns to Edgetield County from a journey 
his first question is this: ** Well, who’s been 
killed since I’ve been gone ?”’ 

The argument of Senator Butler, based 
upon atrocious instances of murder of New 
England, is not worth afeather. The first 
man born into the world killed the second, 
and there have been instances of murder in 
almost every community on the globe. The 
question is not as to the peculiar features of 
brutality attending this crime, but the num- 
ber of crimes of this class committed. In

Long and Fierce Struggle for the Pos-

LANSING, Mich., May 8.—Mr. Mercer 
moved in the House Friday that the consid- 
eration of House bill No, 308, the Ontonagon 
| & Brule River land-grant case, be made the 
special order tor Tuesday, May 12, at 2:30 p. 
m., Which was adopted. in view of the im- 
mense interests involved in this bill, and of 
the interest taken in it by friends and foes of 
the measure,a more detailed statement of 
the inside history, and claims and argu- 
ments of the contending parties, and nature 
and effect of legislation now sought, is-h ere- 
with given. 

In 186 Congress granted the State of 
Michigan lands in aid of several railroads, 
all of which were expected to be constructed 
through what was then a part of the public 
domain in Michigan. Three of these roads 
are in the Upper Peninsula. The wildest 
and most remote of these was a grant for a 
road from Ontonagon, a village on the south 
+} shore of Lake Superior, to the Wisconsin 
State line. The ola Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Pan! Railroad Company, which was then 
a feeble Wisconsin corporation, got the con- 
trolof twoof these grants, and the Mar- 
quette, Houghton & Ontonagon the other. 


In

the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Company 
failed. its road was foreclosed and sold, and 
its bondholders organized what is the present 
Chicago & Northwestern Railroad Company. 
The new company was poor; the country 
through which the survey was made, rough; 
the roads expensive to build; and the com- 
pany persuaded the General Government 
to change their line from one extending dl- 
rectly north from Fond du Lac, Wis., toa 
level, easily-graded line along the shores of 
Green Bay by way of Menominee and Esca- 
naba, and thence ovér the plains to Lake 
Superior, abandoning the more difficult 
routes, and with them the line and their land 
grant from Ontonagon to the Wisconsin 
State line.‘ After the Northwestern Com- 
pany had completed their road from Esca- 
naba to a junetion with the Marquette, 
Houghton & Ontonagon Road at Negaunee, 
they went to Washington, and applied to that 
sturdy old conservator of the public lands, 
Joe Wilson, to get the lands which Congress 
had allotted them by the revolution in chane- 
ing their line, and which they had earned in 
the construction of their road. At the same 
time they tendered to the United States 

THE RELEASE OF THE COMPANY 
and ofthe State of Michigan to the grant to 
the company in aid of the road from Mar- 
quette to the Wisconsin State line, which 
Congress had authorized them to change. 
Uncle Joe took down his big ledger, cast up 
his account, and saw that there was, after he 
had received these releases, a grant for the 
other road from Oatonagon to the State line, 
which still belonged tothe State of Michi- 
gan. With a zeal for the welfare of the Gov- 
ernment of which some modern officehola- 
ers have but slight appreciation, Uncle 
Joseph saw his opportunity and proceeded 
to take advantage of it. He knew that the 
Northwestern Railroad Company was poor, 
and that they wanted the lands they had 
earned, and he refused flatfooted to give 
them an acre till they got the State of Micni- 
gan to give him a release of both grants. 
The Northwestern Company, which evident- 
ly had no idea of ever building a road from 
Ontonagon to the State line, and had really 
no claim to the grant, executed a release to 
the State of Michigan of the Ontonagon and 
State line grant, and coaxed Gov. Baldwin, 
against his judgment, to execute a release of 
this grant to the United States, took it to 
Washington, and upon that release Uncle 
Joe certified their lands. After this was 
done he took steps to bring the lands in this 
Ontonagon and State line grant, which 
HAD BEEN TAKEN OfT OF MARKET 
in 1856 and never returned, into market 
again by advertising them in the manner 
prescribed by the regulations of the Land- 
Office, in the newspapersof the Upper Penin- 
sula. While this was being done, John D. 
Bagley succeeded Mr. Baldwin as Governor 
of the State of Michigan. One of these ad- 
vertisements came to his notice, and he at 
once wrote to the Secretary of the Interior, 
calling his attention to the advertisement of 
these lands, and claiming the same for the 
State of Michigan. The matter was at once 
examined by the Secretary, who found that 
Gov. Baldwin had no authority to execute 
the release on the part of the State, and Mr. 
Wilson had no authority on the part of the 
United States to accept it, and that the grant 
still belonged to the State of Michigan in 
trust to aid in the building of thewoad from 
Ontonagon to the State line. 
In the meantime the ten years allowed for 
the construction of the road by the act ot 
Congress of 1856 had elapsed; but the Snu- 
preme Court of the United States decided 
that, until Congress should take, some action 
to recall those grants, they remained at the 
disposal of the States to be used in building 
the roads for which they were granted. The 
State of Michigan accepted these lands upon 
the trusts of the act of Congress of 1856, by 
the act of February, 1857, and in aid of that 
act created a Board of Control of Railroad 
Lands, whose duty it was to dispose of these 
lands upon the trusts created by the act, and 
gave that Board full authority whe erany 
railroad company, upon which an) these 
grants had been conferred, 
FAILED TO BUILD THE ROAD 
according to the terms of the grant from the 
State, to forfeit the grant to such failing 
company, and confer it .upon some other 
competent company. Since the Northwest- 
ern Company abandoned the idea of con- 
structing a road from Ontonagon to the State 
line, there had been from time to time talk 
of organizing a. company to construct this 
road, but nothing ever came of it. Finally 
during the past summer the County of Onto- 
nagon, which, from the lack of any railway 
communication with the outside world, had 
run down from a population of 12,000 in 1856 
to 2,500 in 1880, determined to stop calling on 
Jupiter and take a lift at the wheel thein- 
selves. So they took to their council some 
friends at Saginaw. who were interested in 
the county, came to Lansing and organized 
a railroad company to build the road from 
Ontonagon to the Wisconsin State line, and 
applied to the Governor for this grant. The 
Governor looked into the matter, found the 
grant all right, called together the Board of 
Control, of which he ts ex-officio Chairman, 
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proceeded th survey, . 
towards the Wisconsin line, when they ran 
upon a number of. hostile claimants of this 
grant, which was sup to be up to this 
time the property of the State of Slichtenn. 
The ,officers of the Company accordingly 
went to the Land-Office of the United States 
at Marquette to make inquiries, where the 
learned that the officers of the local - 
Office had for q series of years attempted to 
yeaa this grant of its most valuable lands. 
bat, oy > the books of the Land-Oftice 
showed that these Jands were the property of 
the State, and were not liable to sale by the 
Government officers, even had they been the 
roperty of the United States, they had been 
or years selling the lands to their favorits. 
They found that some 15,000 acres of the 
lands had been certified to the Lake Superior 
Ship Canal Company in 
ABSOLUTE VIOLATION OF THE LAW, 
afd in utter disregard of the title of the 
State of Michigan. They found that other 
of the lands had been sold to some of the 
wealthy lumbermen at the mouth of the Me- 
nominee River, and that still others had been 
certified to some industrious homesteaders 
who were engaged in anew and useful ex- 
periment in agriculture, the attempt to raise 
tatoes out of iron-ore without a windlass. 
The Canal Company, lumbermen, and s0- 
called homesteaders became aware of the 
organigation of this com and that it 
meant business. They at once set out to 
perfect a title to the lands which they 
claimed, and to which they do not pretend 
to have a shadow of title. They found that 
the only way in which they could expect to 
secure a title was to induce Congress to pass 
a law forfeiting the grant to State of 
Michigan, on the ground that the con 
in which the road was to have been buil had 
elapsed, and then to procure Congress to 
grantthe lands so forfeited to them. Ac- 
cordingly, at the commencement of the last 
session of Congress they procared bills to be 
introduced for that purpose, and they pre- 
pared an extensive history of the grant, in 
which they set forth at length the organiza- 
tion of this company, and the granting of 
these lands, to-wit, by the Board of Control, 
and their entries of these lands, and 
SCATTERED IT THROUGH CONGRESS 
to induce legislation hostile to the Ontonagon 
& Brule River Company. This Company 
went to Washington, the matter was 
hotly contested throughout the session, but 
no bill was passed. It has been unusual in 
this State for the Legislature to confirm the 
action of the Board of Control forfeiting and 
conferring grants, and the resolution of the 
Board of Control conferring the grant in 
this instance looked to legislative action by 
the State. Accordingly, the Ontonagon & 
Brule River Company oes to the Legis- 
lature for an act confirming the action of the 
Board of Control, and specifying more par- 
ticularly the method of transferring the lands 
when earned by the construction of the 
road. The claimants of these lands, failing 
to obtain any action of Congress hostile to 
this Company, have appea here, and have 
besought the Legislature to hamper the 
Company by compelling it to commence 


buil on the north end of the road, and to 
take the lands they should earn co- 
terminous with the constructed road, 


while the act of Congress and the general 
laws of Michigan, which have regulated the 
manner in which companies should acquire 
lands under these grants have provided that 
the companies may select the lands they have 
earned anywhere along the line. The Com- 
pany claim that if they shall be obliged to 
select their lands at the north-end of the 
grant these claimants can have 
THE ADVANTAGE OF APPLYING TO THE

totake the lands they claim away from the 
State and give them to theclaimants. But 
if the railroad company is allowed to select 
the lands they earn on the south side of the 
grant, where the lands of these claimants 
are located, they will beable to earn and 
select them during the coming, summer, and 
when they shall have been earned and 
selected it will be out of the power of Con- 
gress to forfeit them. This is the pivotal 
point of the struggle. The railroad com-

Besides, if the State and Congress should 
both yield to theimportunities of these claim- 
ants and so deprive the Company of their 
lands, that such action would create a pecun- 
iary liability from the State to this Company 
for the full value of the lands of which the 
Company would be thereby deprived. ‘That 
the contract of the State granting the lands 
to the Company under the trust which the 
State has accepted creates an implied obli- 
gation on the part of the State to afford this 
Company such facilities as it usually has af- 
forded to other companies, and if the State 
fails to earry out such obligation, and on the 
other hand interposes obstacles to the Com- 
any’s acquiring the lands it earns, that it is 
fable for the loss. There seems to be great 
farce in these propositions. On the other 
hand, these claimants say that admitting the 
release of Gov. Baldwin to have been invalid 
the United States for a time at least treated 
it as valid, and they at least purchased these 
lands of the ofticers of the United States, sup- 
posing they belonged to the United States, 
and not to the State of Michigan. 
THEY PAID THEIR MONEY FOR THEM, 
in good faith, and now that it is ascertained 
that the lands are very valuable it is not right 
that they should be turned off with the mere 
return of the money they have paid, which is 
ail the relief that the act of Congress allows 
to parties who have made erroneous entries. 
Some of these lands have been entered with 
homestead scrip and the claimants are here 
on the ground a that they located the 
lands intending them for homes under the 
Ilomestead law. The Company replies to 
this by saying that this is a matter between 
the Company and the State of Michigan; that 
no one of the claimants has ever had deal- 
ings with the State of Michigan; that all 
their dealings have been with the officers of 
the General Government; and that, whether 
they were fortunate or unfortunate, it is for 
the United States—by whose officers they 
have been injured, if injured at all, and not 
for the State of Michigan—to right them. 
And they claim that if the State in- 
sists on righting them or making good 
their losses that the State should do it 
out of its own property and not out of prop- 
erty it has already granted for the purpose of 
constructing this road. They deny, more- 
over, the good faith of any of these parties, 
and say to every one of the pretended hoie- 
stead claims that®it is situated upon what is 
supposed to be 
A VERY VALUABLE IRON-MINE, 
some of which are claimed to be wortha 
quarter of a million of dollars each, and that 
the improvements consist of a “ claimn-shan- 
ty’ and the usual claim improvements, and 
are sheer frauds on homestead law. 
They offer to enter into a good and sufficient 
bond to pay every actual homesteader in 
good faith $50 per acre for his homestead, 
which is certainly a good profit on the 
amount invested—viz.: $1.25 per acre. They 
point also on the question as to whether these 
entries were made in good faith to the fact 
that the whole of this grant appears on the 
books of the localand general land~ffices to 
have been taken out of market in 1856, and 
never since liable to sale. That the north 
end of the grant, in which the Marquette, 
Houghton & Ontonagon is interested, has 
never been plundered of an acre, while the 
south end of the grant, in which that Com- 
pany is not interested, and which it has not 
watched, has been plundered of almost every 
single acre.

HACKETT’S MONUMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
MONTREAL, May 8.—A short time ago ob- 
jection was taken to the wording of the in- 
scription on the Hackett monument by the 


Mount Royal Cemetery Company. The in-- 


scription read as follows: “In memory of 
Thomas Lett Hackett, L. O. A., who was 
barbarously murdered by an Irish Roman 
Catholic mob on Victoria Square July 12, 
1877, while returning from Divine service. 
This monument is erected by the Orangemen 
and Protestants of the Dominion as a tribute 
of respect anda mark of their detestation 
of his murderers.” The objection 
was based on the fact that 
there were persons other than 
Irish Roman Catholics engaged in the dis- 
turbances in which Hackett lost his life. The 
words “Irish Roman Catholics” have been 
privately removed from the Hackett monu- 
ment in Mount Royal Cemetery at the in- 
stance of the Cemetery Trustees. The fact is 
not generally known, and there is at present 
no excitement. The officers of the Company 
hold that they had no option in the matter, 
the by-laws imposing it upon them as a duty. 
They state they h: Ve been acting under legal 
advice througho.t, and if litigation ensues 
that they are prepared to meet it. Mr. Joseph 
Dourtee, Q. C., coansel for the Orangemen, 
and who won a reputation in the Guibord 
case, pronounced against the pretensions of 
the Orangemen that they could put what in- 
scription they chose on the Hackett monu- 
ment. 


J. A. GAUTHREAUX. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Toronto, May 8.—J. A. Gauthreaux, ac- 
cused of larceny from the auction-mart of J. 
Coolican and from the store of George Wolz, 
was brought before the Police Magistrate. 
He was arrested two weeks ago, but has been 
too il to appear sooner. (CGauthreaux, it is 
said, belongs to New Orleans, where he for 
merly held a responsible position. It is also 
believed that he was an officerin the Con- 
federate army, and was shot in the abdomen 
during the War of the American Rebellion. 
The wound never healed, and traces of se- 
vere illness are still apparent in the pale 
countenance and trembling frame of the un- 
fortunate man. Owing to the intense pain 
suffered by Gauthreaux, the injection of 
morphia by the hypodermic syringe 
was rendered necessary as the only 
means. of allaying his sufferings. 
The wife of the prisoner was in court, and 
followed the proceedings with much atten- 
tion. The evidence produced was such that 
there was no difficulty on the part of the 
prosecution to prove the case. The value of 
the stolen goods, as estimated by Mr. Cooli- 
can, amounts to the sum of $1,208. The 
Magistrate, after hearing considerable evi- 
dence, committed the prisoner for trial on 
both charges. 


DOMINION CANALS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

OTTAWA, Ont., May 8.—Supplement No.1 
of the Inland Revenue Report has just been 
issued. The revenue of the Canadian canals 
for the year 1880 amounted to $356,206.74, an 
increase of $17.517.30 over the previous year, 
being as follows for the various cavals—viz. : 
Welland Canal, $147,584.48; St. Lawrence 
Canal, $99,562.08; Chambly Canal, $204,057.80; 
Rideau Canal, $5,559.73 ;, Ottawa Canal, $58,- 
935.49: Burlington Bay Canal, $3,813.98; St. 
Peter’s Canal, $185.09: Newcastle District 
Canal, $218.19. All the canals gave an 
increased revenue, with the exception of the 
Welland and Newcastle district, The St. 
Lawrence Canal gave $16,713 increase, while 
the decrease on the Welland Canal was $16,- 
252. The reduction of toils in the Erie Canal 
is believed to be the cause of the latter. The 
number of vessels passing through these 
canals during last season was as follows: 
Welland Canal. 4,104: St. Lawrence Canal, 
11,340; Chambly Canal, 3,296; Burlington Bay 
Canal, 99: Ottawa River Canals, 5,202; 
Rideau Canal, 2,6 St. Peter’s Canal, 153: 
Neweastle District Canal. 8; making a total 
of 25,774. Of these 21,387 were Canadian ves- 
sels and 4,387 American. 


A CHURCH QUESTION.

PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—To the Editor of the 
Cincinnati Commercial: “G.,"’. voluble and crit- 
ical in your issue of the 15th ult., says: ‘I ar- 
rived at Pittsburg.Landing on Wednesday, the 
9th day of April, 1862, and then examined the 
field of battle and taiked,” ete. Having been 
conferring, during the last fortnight, with many 
Western fellow-soldiers who were at Shiloh 
somewhat earlier than was “G.,” and wearied 
with travel and business, | have not before had 
time to suggest to him that he have the mod- 
esty to write less of subjects respecting 
which his knowledge is more than scanty 
and second-hand. ‘ have no method of 
conveying to bim an adequate idea of 
the derision with which osted soldiers 
who fought at Shiloh greeted bis * stuff’’ in the 
Commercial of the 22d of April, to this effect: 
“ Grant did not have cavalry enough to picket 
his army, even if he kept every cavairyman on 
picket ali the time. To place the infantry pic«- 
ets farther from the camps when the soldiers 
were so ‘raw’ (!) would have been folly.”’ Grant 
and (in particular) Sherman gave no heed to the 
sharp cavalry fight of Friday; scorned advice 
and suggestions of “ danger”; picketed their 
army in afashion that was a shame anda dis- 
grace; were completely surprised on Sunday 
morning; and deserved dishonorable disinissal 
for causing the death of at least 4,000 of our 
men, who but for their commander's criminal 
neglect need not have been killed.

LABOR QUESTION. 


THE SWITCHMEN. 

The switchmen wet last night at Bohemian 
Turner-Hail, on De Koven street. No an- 
nouncement had been made the evening 
before, in consequence of which the attend- 
ance did not number more than 150 men, 
Reports were received from the various road 
committees, but no change in the situation 
was announced. A tele n was read from 
the switchmen of Milwaukee, announ- 
cing that they were standing firm and 
watching the novement in Chicago, and ask- 
ing to be kept informed. It was stated that 
it was certain that the railroad companies 
were sustaining heavy losses by detention of 
trains, and an announcement was made that 
at least one of the roads (the Michigan Cen- 
tral) would give the advance to-day. n- 
other meeting will be held to-night in the 
same hall. 

The switchmen in the Michigan Central 
yards at Kensington are hav hard luck, 
and, though satisfied with their wages, are 
continually bothered with men who persist 


| in putting themselves in the switchmen’s 


places and demanding higher wages. The 
men at Kensington are satisfied to work, but 
in the Switchmen’s Association are a num- 
ber of bullies who claim that no man has a 
right to work unless on. the same terms as 
they demand for their labor. For the past 
week they have annoyed the men continu- 
ally, and the police have been kept busy in 
watching them. 

-Yesterday morning some of the strikers 
tried to advise with the workersin Goh- 
ring’s boarding-house in Kensington, and the 
upshot wast row in addition to the argu- 
ments used. The police were on the look- 
out, and in Jess than five minutes ten of the 
strikers were in the lock-up, much to their 
disgust. 

In an interview with one of the switchmen 
yesterday, he confidently told a reporter that 
if the railroad companies did not cometo 
time to-day the switchmen would, as they 
were sick of loafing and paying for bands of 
musie and hallsin which incipient and ig- 
norant orators could talk to them, and use 
up their hard-earned cash. The railroad 
companies do not propose to give in, as they 
know what the outcome will be, and that it 
will cost more in the long run. 

Over two-thirds of the Pilinois Central men 
are ready to go to work but, they are afraid 
of the “bullies,”’ who, they say, number 
about forty, and who threaten to pound the 
life out of any one who dares to oppose them. 


IRON-WORKERS. 

A mass-meeting of machinists and black- 
smiths was held yesterday afternoon at 4 
West Lake street under the auspices of the 
Machinists’ and Blacksmiths’ Union. Charles 
Rust, the President of the Union, was in the 
chair. 

The purpose of the meeting was to 
strengthen the existing Union by as large an 
accession as possible, with a view to make a 
demand for an increase of wages. 

Messrs. Irwin and Hynes, of the Trades- 
Assembly, made short addresses, urging the 
assembled workmen to unite with the Union, 
and telling of the benefits that would result 
from such action. Mr. Dwyer, President of 
the Boilermakers’ Union, gave a short 
sketch of the recent strike of his Union and 
its subsequent victory. He promised aid and 
comfort from the Boilermakers’ Union to 
the Machinists’ Union, should it be needed, 
in case of a demand for increased wages. 
Mr. Dwyer stated that next week he would 
go East for the purpose of organizing unions 
in different cities, with a view of havinga 
a National Boilermakers’ Union, so that con- 
certed action could be taken in all cities. 
Iie said the machinists were entitled to the 
same increase in wages received by the 
ene, and he hoped they would ask 

or it. 

About twenty-five or thirty men joined the 
Union, and after a rambling speech by’Sloan, 
the Socialist, the meeting adjourned. 


BRICK LABORERS. 

The Chicago Briek Laborers’ Association 
met yesterday afternoon at 691 South Hal- 
sted street. They were principally engaged 
in the transaction of routine business and the 
admission of new members, of whom there 
were about 100. The most of the men are at 
work. There are about twelve yards run- 
ning on the South Side and payi the 
wages. Some unwillingness was manifested 
at first, but they were obliged to succumb to 
the inevitable, as the men were determined 
not to work for less wages than they re- 
ceived last fall, and theemployment of green 
hands was too expensive an experiment 
to be persisted in. All bricks are 
molded by machine, of which there 
are two or three in each yard, 
capable of turning out 18,500 per day, so there 


‘need be noalarm about the brick supply. 


The five or six yards that are not running 
will, in all probability, when they are ready 
to start, follow the example of the other 
twelve and employ the old men at the old 
wages. 

THE PRINTERS. 

About two weeks ago, at a meeting of the 
Typographical Union, committees were ap- 
pointed to interview the managers of, the 
different newspaper offices in the city on the 
subject of an advance in the rates of compo- 
sition. The managers unhesitatingly agreed 
to the proposal, and aftera conference 
to advance the price two cents per 1,000. Yes- 
terday the Typographical Union concurred 
in the action of the newspaper proprietors, 
and the advance will take effect to-day. 


THE CARPENTERS. 

Branch No. 4 of the Carpenters’ and Join- 
ers’ Benevolent Association held an open 
meeting yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock in 
their hall, 786 West Lake street. S. Keitch 
was selected to preside, and D. H. Doyle was 
named as Secretary. Addresses were made 
by Messrs. Keitch, Doyle, Francis, and sev- 
eral others on the state of thetrade. The 
drift of the speeches advocated a strong and 
determined organization and a standard rate 
of compensation. 


BATTLE CREEK, MICH.

BATTIE CREEK, Mich., May 8.—The en- 
gineers, firaqjaen, brakemen, and all of the 
train employés of the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk Railroad residing in this city held a 
meeting Saturday afternoon to see what 
could be done tosecure an advance in wazes. 
They are now making on an average $2.30 
per day, and they wish the road to raise their 
wages so that they can make an average of 
2.50, which, they claim, is only living wages. 
They did not arrive at any definit decision, 
but appointed a committee to see all the 
trainmen employed on the road, and ob- 
tain their signatures to a memorial, which 
will be presented to managers of 
the road, aski for the raise in the 
wages. It will probably be signed 
y all, and ahother meeting will 
be held and delegates appointed to present 
the petition to the authorities of the road. 
In the event that the petition is refused, they 
stated that they should not force the road to 
raise the wages by a strike, but would give 
due notice that at a certain date all the train- 
men would quit its service and go to work 
for other railroads. Already so many of 
their engineers and firemen have left their 
employ that they cannot send outan extra 
train for lack of competent persons. There 
is much feeling among the workmenin the 
shops at this point also, and, should this 
move prove successful, they will probably 
also unite in a petition for a raise in wages.

POISONOUS MEAT. 


Several Familiesin Minneapolis, Minn., 
Poisoned from Eating Pressed Corn 
Beef. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 7.—The Falls 

City is “all tore up” about the sale of some 
bad beef. The history of the case in detail 
is as follows: About two weeks ago Mrs. 
Daniel Gallagher, residing at No. 1313 Fifth 
street, purchased of a respectable butcher 
pressed corned beef. Several boarders and 
members of her family upon partaking of 
the manufactured edible were immediately 
seized with internal pains, violent cramping 
sensations, retchings, vomiting, and other 
indications of poison. . Medical aid was sum- 
moned, one of the cases coming near to 
death’s door, and it was decided that the 
illness in every case was tracable to the 
very palatable corn-beef of which all par- 
took quite freely. Various theories were 
suggested as to the cause of the sudden sick- 
ness of those who partook of the meat. One 
gentleman suggested that the beef had been 
prepared ina brass kettle. On Wednesday 
Mrs. Mary Despardin procured some of the 
meat, of which her boarders partook at tea. 
Soon after six members of the family were 
prostrated with the symptoms described. It 
seems that only a small portion of the meat 
was required to place a person in the most 
excruciating agony. On Thursday even 
Mrs. John Schon and three children partoo 
of the very temptingly disguised poison, and 
were dur e evening seized with an 
alarm illness. Their symptoms were the 
same asin the two other cases mentioned. 
Medical assistance was procured, and all of 
them survived. <A chemical analysis de 
veloped the absence of mineral poison. The 
explanation given by the proprietors of the 
market is very plausible. Nevertheless, in 
view of the fact that they knew of the case of 
Mrs. Gallagher’s family, it does not relieve 
them of thechargeof carelesness in the prep- 
aration of the meat, and which, happily for 
them wasasin the other cases here, less 
serious ihan might have been expected. In 
each instance the meat had been prepared by 
the butchers themselves. Their explana- 
tion is as follows: The meat was corned by 
the ordinary process, then ony ae up like 
sausage meat, boiled in a steel kettle, foreed 
into a cloth covering, and pressed in shape as 
sold. The person who prepared the beef 
made the cases too large, in consequence of 
which the meat soured before the entire mess 
became cool. One ot the proprietors also 
suffered from the same symptoms developed 
in the other cases from eating of the meat 
himself. During the past two or three days 
cases of wholesale poisoning have been re- 
ported, in both of which the obnoxious and 
dangerous article was procured from these 
same butchers. 


MICHIGAN AFFAIRS. 


Saturday’s Proceedings of the Legis- 
lature — The Apportionment Diffi- 
culty—Blills Passed, Etc.

LANSING, Mich., May 7.—The Committee 
on Legislative Apportionment are no nearer 
asolution of their difficulties than at first. 

The following bilis passed the House: De- 

troit House of Correction bill; to organize 

the County of Montmorenci and create three 
townships therein; to amend the charter of 

Leslie; to authorize the town of Lincoln 

Osceola County; to issue highway bonds; to 

amend the Fayram Codéperative law so as to 

reduce the shares in such associations; to 
prohibit carrying inflammable oil on pas- 
senger-trains; to compel railway-frogs to be 
blocked with wood; to amend the log-boom- 
ing laws; the bill relative to grain delivery at 
railway stations; to prevent the spread of 
rellows in peach trees, and to repeal the old 
aw thereon. The Senate bill evrenas that 
the longer an insurance policy runs the 
larger its surrender value becomes also 
passed the House. The act does not require 
the surrender of the policy as the old law 

did. The bills for drainage in Pavilion, 

Kalamazoo County, to prevent the exporta- 

tion of game from Michigan, to regulate and 

define the duties of Judge of Probate, to au- 
thorize Ontonagon County to issue 
bonds for bridges over the Ontonagon 

River, and to incorporate brine pipe-line 

companies were also passed. Last night the 

Detroit Union Depot bill was reported b 

tne Senate Railway Committee. It is rad- 

ically changed from a railway bill to a depot 
bill, pure and simple. It gives the Company 
only the power to condemn land for specific 
pee. prevents the condemnation of pub- 
ic lands, such as parks, etc., in cities or vil- 
lages, and imposes a specific tax of 3 per 
cent upon the gross receipts. The time for 
building is shortened to two years. Five per 
eent of the capital stock must be 
paid in on the organization of the Com- 

any, and 50 per cent actually subscribed. 

The charges to roads using the depot must 

not Fo beyond 7 per cent, and there can be 

no discrimination between roads. The bill 
as now framed gives satisfaction to the mo- 
dicum of opposition it was recei in the 

Legislature, and has been framed with special 

reference to making it a bona fide union de- 

pot apa ne Ben thus prevent putting an- 
other exclusively railroad law upon the stat- 
ute-books.
